More Women on Brink of ‘Starvation Then Ever Before
—Vice Threatens Souls of Girls Out of Work—
Noted Women Study Conditions

New York, Jan. 12.—There are just
three times as many women on the
brink of starvation In this city as ever
bafore in its history of famine and
despair,

“More women are unemployed and
looking vainly for work in New York
than at any past time—that | can
say. But figures are impossible to
get " replied ‘Miss Melinda Scott,
president af the Womans Tmde
Union league, when 1 asked her to
tell me how many women are oul of

work hiere,

“l know there are 1,500 idle waists
makers alone; that there are thou=
sunds of -white goods waorkers, gar-
ment workers and women bookbind-
ers seeking employment. But how
many thousands? Ak the Russell
Sage Foundation. They've got tha
time and the mopey to collect such
facts, Why don't they?™
